The feature of the opening game, against Canyon State Normal, was the 
stellar line work of McKinley and Shafer. 


Reed Coldiron’s ability to run a team on the field was demonstrated in the 
Shawnee game. This game also demonstrated that in Westfall the team had a 
center who was equal to all occasions. 


The first home game, with A. C. College, was featured by the great runs of 
Anglin who dodged and twisted his way thru the Kansans for five touch-downs. 
Hamburg’s only play in this game was a thirty yard run for a touch-down, in which 
he received an injury which put him out of the game for the rest of the season.
